Congress Pushing Through All the Ap- 
propriation and Important Bills. 


A NUMBER OF NOMINATIONS CONFIRMED 
BY THE SENATE THIS MORNING. 


Senators and Representatives Making 
Every Effort to Push Through Needed 
Legislation Before the Adjournme 
To-Morrow— Acts Approved by the 
President. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—As soon as 
the morning prayer was offered by the Chap- 
lain, and the journal of yesterday read by 
the Secretary, the galleries were cleared and 
the doors were closed for an executive ses- 
sion. The doors were reopened at 10:15,when 
the general deficiency appropriation bill was 
taken up, and all the amendments that had 
been agreed to in Committee of the Whole 


last night were agreed toin bulk by the Sen- | 


ate, except as to four that were reserved—in- 
cluding the French spoliation claims and the 
Pacific Railroad claims. Mr. Piumb offered 
an amendment appropriating $60,000 for the 
relief of the citizens of Oklahoma, who have 
been redered destitute by the unexampled 
drought ofthe past season. Agreed to. 

Mr. Plumb desired to have an amendment 
offered and agreed to distributing among the 
various departments of the Government a 
number of Census Office clerks whose em- 
ployment is about to cease, but Mr. Edmunds 
objected on the ground that it was a purely 
legislative subject and that it interfered with 
the operation of the civil service rules; those 
clerks not having had to go through the forms 
of civil service examination. The first of the 
reserved amendments (as to payment to 
the Pacific railroads) was agreed to without a 
division. The next reserved amendment was 
that for the payment of the French spoliation 
claims. Mr. Edmunds made the point of or- 
der that every one ofthem was purely a 
private claim, and had no business on an ap- 
propriation bill. : 

Mr. Hale argued against the point of order, 
and the point was overruled by the Vice- 
President. 

Mr. Reagan-argued that these claims were 
really for the benefit of lobby agents, and not 
forthe descendants of the original claim- 
ants. 

Mr. Hoar assumed that there were never 
claims that made stronger appeal to the 
honor and public faith of the Government 
than these French spoliation claims made. 

Mr. Reagan could not understand how 
claims that involved the honor and good 
faith of the government were allowed to 
stand unadjusted fora hundred years. 

Mr. Sherman said he had examined the 
question when he first went to Congress and 
that he had come to the conclusion that there 
was neither a legal nor a moral obligation for 
them on the part of the United States. He 
still entertained that opinion. 

Mr. Evarts made an argument in favor of 
the justice of the claims and gave a brief his- 
torical review of how they were used by the 
United States Government as part payment 
to France in the purchase ofthe Louisiana 
territory. Soefarashe heard and knew the 
French Spoilation claims that were repre- 
sented inthe city of New York had come 
down by inheritance to their pres- 
ent holders, The discussion was 
carried on at much length by Messrs. 
Stuart, Hoar, Edmunds, Spooner, Morrill, 
Daniel, Blairand Hawley, the latter declar- 
ing thatinvery few things was he ashamed 
of his country, but that this was one ofthem. 
Finally Mr. Gorman, having appealed to Sen- 
ators to stop the discussion and topass the 
bill before it was too late, the yote Was taken 
and the French spoliation claims amendment 
was agreed to—yeas, 41; nays, 14. 

The next reserved amendment was that 
striking out of the House bill a paragraph 
giving a month’s extra pay to officers and 
employes of the Senate and House borne on 
the annual or on the session rolls. The 
amendment was disagreed to and the para- 
graph was retained. Yeas, 24; nays, 38. 

Mr. Faulkner moved to add to the para- 
graph the words, and the official reporters 
of the Senate and House. 

Mr. Hale: ‘‘I move to add to that the words 
‘Senators and Representatives in Congress. 
If the business of Congress be to add contin- 
ually to the compensation of officials of both 
bodies there is no reason why that of Senators 
and Representatives should not be added to.“ 

Subsequently Mr. Hale withdrew his 
amendment with the remark that he had not 
intended it seriously. 

Mr. Faulkner’s amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Stewart offered an amendment to re- 
imburse to the States of California, Oregon 
and Nevada moneys expended by them in 
the suppression of the rebellion—$2,451,369 to 
California ; $224,526 to Oregon, and $404,040 to 
Nevada. The amendment was agreed to 
without a division. 

Mr. Carlisle offered an amendment tothe 
extra month’s pay paragraph, so as to in- 
clude employes in the law department of the 
Congressional library. Agreed to. 

Mr. Daniel moved to insert a paragraph dt: 
recting the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
settie and pay the claims of the State of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Virginia and 
South Carolina and the City of Baltimore on 
account of advances made in the war of 1812, 
and appropriating $2,500,000 for that purpose. 
The motion was agreed to—yeas, 28; nays, 22. 
The bill was then passed and sent back to 
the House with the Senate amendments.

THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 8.—When the 
House met after the recess, it found that the 
wear and tear of the heavy work of the last 
few days had told heavily upon the reading 
clerks, and their voices,as they read the vari- 
ous measures sent to them, were almost in- 
audible. 

Mr. Outcheon of Michigan submitted the 
conference report on the bill to increase the 
number of the board of managers of the 
National Home for Disabled Volunteers. As 
agreed to, the bill provides for eleven mem- 
bers and names the following in addition to 
those already appointed: Frank N. 
Morrill, Alfred J. Pearson, Wm. R. 
Franklin, John C. Black, George W. Steel, 
Jas. Burnett, J. H. Bonebrake and Francis 
Fessenden. The report gave rise to some dis- 
cussion, Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio desiring to 
insert the name of Samuel S. Yoder of Ohio 
for that of James Barnett, and Mr. Boutelle 
of Maine warmly criticising the conference 
for dropping the name of Gen. Farnham and 
inserting that of Francis Fessenden, fal- 
though the latter was his personal friend 
and a brave and gallant soldier. 
- Pending action, Mr. Butterworth of Ohio 

resented the conference report on the legis- 

tive bill. An agreement is reached in all 
questions except the Senate amendment 
making Senators’ clerks annual employes. 
The report was adopted and a further confer- 
ence ordered, The House then resumed con- 
sideration of the Cutcheon conference report 
and it was agreed to—yeas, 124; nays, 123, the 
Speaker casting the deciding vote.

THE NEXT SENATE. 


A Dozen of Its Members Retire From Pub- 
lic Life To-Morrow. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—Twelve Sen- 
ators will retire from pudlic life on March 
4. Of these the most distinguished are Messrs. 
Ingalls of Kansas, Evarts of New York and 
Spooner of Wisconsin, though Brown of 


Georgia, Farwell of Illinois, Eustis of Louis- }- 


lana, Blair of New Hampshire, Payne of 
Ohio and Hampton of South Carolina have 
also won eminence in various ways. The 
other three, McConnell, Pierce and Moody, 
are new men from the new States in the Far 


West, and have not yet made any positive 


record in the Senate. Messrs. Ingalis and 
Spooner will be especially missed. They have 
taken a leading part in debate and legislation, 
and rank among the brainiest politicians and 
most brilliant orators in the country. The 
loss of Blair, asthe chief patron and exem- 
plar of eccentricity in Congress, will also 
be felt, and a landmark is removed by the 
departure of the venerable Gov. Brown, with 
his long, snow-white hair, and hahds folded 
in the attitude of prayer, from the central 
seat on the front row so long occupied by 
him. Hehas been absent all winteron ac- 
count of feebleness. The new Senator from 
Georgia will be Gov. Gordon. Ingalls will be 
succeeded by Peffer, Eustis by White, Blair 
by Dr. Gallinger, Evarts by Gov. Hill, Pierce 
by Congressman Hansbrough, Payne by 
Brice, Hampton by Irby, Moody by the Rev. 
Mr. Kyle, and Spooner by Vilas. There will 
probably be a contest between Du Bois and 
Claggett for McConnell’s seat, and 
Farwell’s successor has not been 
chosen yet by the Illinois Legislature. By 
these changes the Republicans have already 
lost four votes in the new Senate, witha 
possibility of losing twomore, so that their 
majority next year will be whittled down to 
six or less. Tne expected death of Mr. Hearst, 
however, might bringitupto eight, as the 
California Legislature would elect a Repub- 
lican as his successor. The other Senators 
whose termsexpire this spring have been re- 
elected. They are Messrs. Pugh of Alabama, 
Jones of Arkansas, Jones of Nevada, Stanford 
of California, Teller of Colorado, Piatt of 
Connecticut, Voorhees of Indiana, Al- 
lison of Iowa, Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky, Wilson of Maryland, Vest of Missouri, 
Vance of North Carolina, Mitchell of Oregon, 
Cameron of -Pennsyivania, Morrill of Ver- 
mont and Squire of Washington. The election 
in Florida takes place next April, when Sen- 
ator Call will probably be re-elected. 

The usual scramble for good seats, conse- 
quent upon the retirement of several old 
members of the Senate, has already occurred, 
with the following results: Gov. Brown’s 
private box, one of the most conspicuous 
and desirable places on the floor, has 
been spoken for by Senator Colquit, 
the retiring Senator’s colleague, who has 
always hitherto held a modest place in 
the rear rank. The only other vacancy 
in the front row will be caused by Mr. Evarts’ 
departure. Mr. Quay willthen moveup one 
seat, taking Mr. Evarts’ chair, and Mr. Pad- 
dock will take Mr. Quay’s. On the second 
row, the desk which has been made famous 
by Mr. Ingalls’ speeches will be occupied by 
Mr. Washburn of Minnesota, while Mr. Wol- 
cott of Colorado will take Mr. Spooner’s 
place. Onthethird row, the three central 
seats, now occupied by Messrs. Blair, Eustis 
and Payne, will be taken by Messrs. Pasco, 
Faulkner and White, respectively. The re- 
mainder of the seats, soon to be vacated, are 
not regarded as specially desirable and will 
occasion little competition. 
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CAUSED MUCH DAMAGE. 


A Hail and Rain Storm—Snow and Floods 
in the West. 

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., March 3.—A disastrous 
rain and hail storm at an early hour this 
morning did serious damage to property and 
stock. The hail covered the ground to a 
depth of several inches. 

NORFOLK, Va., March 3.—Information from 
Newport News last night is that the terrific 
gale of last Thursday night played havoc on 
and in the vicinity of the James River. 
Among the losses reported is that of a large 
sloop capsiged at the mouth of Warwick 
River, about ten miles from Newport News, 
resulting inthe loss of the entire crew of 
fourteen men, At the mouth of Walters’ 
Creek, near the James River, a yacht cap- 
size@ and seven men lost their lives. Two 
men in a canoe near the same place were out 
in the gale and no information has been re- 
ceived of them. It is thought the list, which 
is already swelled to twenty-three, will reach 
many more when full reports from the storm- 
swept region are received. It is said dead 
bodies floating in Newport News yesterday 
was a common sight. 

HEAVY SNOW IN INDIANA. 

HARTFORD, Ind., March 8.—The heaviest 
snowstorm of the season has been prevailing 
in this section since Sunday evening. 

IN 8@UTH DAKOTA, 

PIERRE, 8. D., March 8.—The heavy snow- 
storm which has raged for two days has in- 
creased in force, and already more snow has 
fallen than heretofore this winter together 
with last. 

THE FLOODS IN ARIZONA. 

Tocson, Ariz., March 8.—Advices received 
by telegraph say that the Gila and Salt Rivers 
have gone down considerably and that the 
Gila River has changed its course at Florence, 
leaving bridges high and dry. The Southern 
Pacific Railway is damaged to the extent of 
$250,000. No communication can be had with 
Phoenix, as all the wires are down. The wa- 
ter has receded to its natural height at Yuma, 
which was wiped out of existence.

THE MAFIA AT BAY. 
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A Strong Case Being Made Out Against 
Chief Hennessey’s Murderers. 


SENSATIONAL ‘ACTIONS OF POLITZ, ONE 
THE ACCUSED, IN COURT.

The Italian’s Break Down and Secret 
Statement to Court and Counsel—A 
Beliet That the Man Madea Start- 
ling Confession—Strong Evidence 
Against the Accused. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 3.—The trial of 
the Italians, members of the notorious Mafia 
Society, charged with the murder of Chief of 
Police Hennessey, which began Saturday, is 
still in progress. It will probably not be con- 
cluded before next week. Ever since the in- 
dictment of the accused the prosecution has 
been busy securing evidence against 
the men. Strong proof of their guilt 
is in possession of the State, and it is said that 
as the trial progresses there will be sensa- 
tional developments, such as will fasten the 
terrible crime upon the men now on trial for 
their lives. All this, it is asserted, will be 
strengthened by the confession of oneof the 
defendants, Politz, who made a statement in 
private to Judge Baker and counsel on both 
sides, through an interpreter. What revela- 
tions Politz made will be made known at the 


crimes have been committed and the impossibility of 
getting evidence from the people of their own race to 
convict.

| of Hennessey can easily be explained. Any 


one acquainted with the country’s criminal 
history can readily recall the flight of Esposi 
to, the noted bandit, from Italy and his sub- 
sequent capture in America. Hennessey was 
the captor. He discovered through some 
secret source that Esposito was in New Or- 
leans, and reported the fact to the Italian 
Legation at WaShington, who detailed an 
agent to assist Hennessey in arresting the out- 
law. Going along Canal street Dave caught 
a glimpse of Esposito, and drawing a bead on 
histemple, forced him intoa carriage and 
drove him tothe police station. Thus, sin- 
gle- handed, Hennessey captured an outlaw 
who had terrorized all Italy. 

After the arrest Hennesséy became a 
marked man among the Sicilians, and he was 
secretly warned and threatened. Last spring 
the vendetta broke out in open war. A family 
named Provosano had for a long time en- 
joyed a monopoly of the stevedore work on the 
levee, They became wealthy and arrogant. 
Merchants complained of neglected work, 
and Tony Montringo, taking advantage of 
the dissatisfaction, organized anothér gang 
in opposition to the Provosanos. When I 
wasin New Orleans last spring a party of 
Montringo’s faction, while riding in a 
wagon, were fired at from ambush with re- 
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proper time during the trial. Until 
then the few who have heard Politz’ state- 
ment refuse to divulge anything. It is said 
Politz’ confession revealed the identity of 
the men who shot Chief Hennessey, also that 
of the Mafia leaders who hired them to com- 
mit the deed. Since their fellow-prisoner be- 
trayed them, as it is believed, the other de- 
fendants have betrayed great agitation, and 
their manner indicates, notwithstanding 
their boasts of being able to prove alibis,that 
they feel their doom is inevitable. Politz, it 
is believed, will be permitted toturn State’s 
evidence. 
POLITZ’ CONFESSION. 

Onthe streets and in the clubs the chief 
topic of discussion last evening and to-day 
was Poulitz’ confession in the Hennessey case. 
As Politz’ statement was made in chambers it 
was not given tothe public. The statement 
seems to have been conflicting, judging 
from the scraps of information gath- 
ered from those present. While Politz 
stated that he was innocent he also said that 
he was present at the meeting before the 
killing and divided upthe money between 
those who were todo the shooting, though 
he failed to say who the conspirators were. 
The fact that the State did not ask for a sever- 
an ce in Folitz’ case, but kept him on trial, 
was regarded as an indication that his 
statement was either not credited or that it 
was not important. On the other hand, the 
interpreter, Frank Marfrez, admitted that he 
was never so shocked in his lifeas he was by 
Politz’s statement. This fact leads to the 
conclusion that other prominent §Ital- 
lans besides those on trial were im- 
plicated in the matter in some way. 
The evident belief among the State’s 
attorneys was that Politz had not told the 
whole story; that he knows all about the con- 
piracy; that he attendedthe meetings and 
that he received a portion of the $4,000 al- 
leged to have been paid to the men who did 
the shooting. The prosecution is evidently 
quite certain that they have all the active 
conspirators except one man who re- 
turned to Italy, and it is understood 
they know where he is located. 

Some ‘people believe, however, that while 
Politz’ statement createda great sensation, 
it can have but little bearing on the case, as 
the prosecution appears to have all the testi- 
mony necessary to convict the entire gang of 
conspirators and assassins; in fact, the testi- 
mony already given has been so clear as to 
scarcely leave a doubt concerning the guilty 
parties. 

TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

Judge Baker’s court was packed with peo- 
ple this morning. Those present represented 
every shade of life in the community. 
The court opened promptly, and the 
trial began at 10:30. The prisoners 
looked careworn and anxious when they were 
brought in. Some of them do not speak En- 
glish, and in consequence do not understand 
the proceedings. 

M. A. Peeler has sworn to-day that he stood 
on his gallery onthe night of the shooting 
and watched one man fire deliberately three 
times at some one on the banquett. The man 
doing the shooting was the Italian Scaffidi. 
The two confederates, Bagnetto and another 
man, were standing on the sidewalk. The 
witness pgsitively fdentified these two men, 
and Mr. Adams of the defense was unable to 
break down his testimony. 

Mrs. Joseph Rosendale testified as to the 
participation of these three men, but could 
not identify them. 

THE ASSASSINATION, 

On the night of Oct. 15, at 11:35. David O. 
Hennessey ,Chief of Police of New Orleans, was 
shot down by three men near tke corner of 
Basin and Girod streets. He received four 
shots, one inthe stomach. Hennessey was 
conveyed at once tothe Charity Hospital, and 
his relatives hastily summoned: 

Hennessey lived on Girod street and was on 
his way home from his office at the Central 
Station, which ison the corner of Common 
and Basin streets. Hehad turned into Girod 
street when he was fired upon by a party of 
men who were concealed in the doorways. 
He was wounded at the first 
fire, but as soon as he recov- 
ered from his surprise he fired four 
shots in the direction of his assailants. The 
fusilade attracted the neighbors, and when 
they arrived only the Chief was found. The 
number of wounds he received leads tothe 
conclusion that his assailants used both 
pistols and shotguns. He had many slight 
wounds about the body in addition to two se- 
vere wounds—one in the abdomen and one 
through the lungs. The on the 
Chief’s left side was riddled with shot, but 
only a few of them had sufficient force to 
penetrate further. 

He died the next morning at 9:06 o’clock. 
He was but 80 years old and unmarried, At 
the time of his death four men supposed to 
be his assassins had been arrested and identi- 
fied as Antonio Scamdi. Antonio Bagnetti, 
Sebastiano Incardero and Pietro Mastero. 

The following day, Mayor Shakespeare of 
New Orleans sent the following message to 
the City Council: | 

Itis with the profoundest grief and indignation 
that I make to you the official announcement of the 
death of David Hennessey, our Chief of Police. It 
was the result of a vendetta of the Sicilian mur-

volvers and shotguns. Two were killed, one 
hadanarm blown off, two had their legs 
shattered and others were more or less se- 
riously injured. Before night seven of the 
attacking party had been jailed by Hennes- 
sey. They were subesequently sentenced to 
the Penitentiary for life, but an appeal was 
taken and the case is till spending. 

On Oct. 17 Antonio Scaffidi, identified as one 
of the assassins of Chief Hennessey, was shot 
in the parish prison by Thomas H. Duffy. He 
appeared at the outside gate and was ad- 
mitted by Deputy Sheriff Fortier. Duffy in- 
formed Deputy Sheriff O.8. Andry that he 
called forthe purpose of seeing one of the 
*‘*dagos’’ arrested for the assassination of 
Chief Hennessey, as he believed that he was 
able to identify him. He asked for Scamdi, 
and soon the nameof that individual was 
heard inthe corridor, and then answered 
from the second story. Presently Scaffidi 
came down, accompanied by Deputy Sheriff 
Tim Dwyer. _ The ‘‘dago’’ shumed along the 
corridor until he reached the inside gate, 
when he put his face withina few inches of 
the gate to recognize who it was that wanted 
to see him. As he did so Duffy, who was 
standing abouta foot from the gate, with a 
lightning-like motion with his right hand 
drew arevolver from his hip pocket, and, 
putting it within a few inches of Scaffidi’s 
face, pulled the trigger. The weapon was 
discharged with a loud report and the dago, 
witha groan, fell back i the corridor, the 
blood spurting froma wound in the left side 
of the neck. 

But Scamdi did not die. Two days later he 
was pronounced out of danger. He got out 
of his bed at the hospital at 10:30 o’clock at 
night and was making for a window when 
captured, The next day he was returned to 
the jail. 

The day before the police had captured 
Joseph P. Macheca, an Italian who had once 
been rich, but who had met with 
some reverses, though he still owned some 
ships. Two ladies of unimpeachable charac- 
ter identified him positively asthe lessee of 
the shanty occupied by Tony Mastero, who is 
held as one of the principals of the crime, and 
from the front of which the fatal volleys were 
fired. Machecaat first denied that he had 
leased the shanty, but later contradicted 
himself, The detectives are also prepared to 
produce three men who shadowed Macheca 
andthe Matranco-Caruso party from their 
supper table to the point at which they 
separated at 4 o’clock on the morning after 
the murder, and who heard Macheca say to 
his friend: 

Well, good-night, boys. I did all I could, 
and Ionly regret that the — — was not 
done up at once.“ 

Mecheca, in his statements tothe reporters, 
protested his innocence, and declared that 
the dead Chief was his warmest friend. After 
learning, however, what evidence against 
him had been secured, he weakened consid- 
erably. 

Charles Trahena was arrested and identi- 
fled as a party to the murder. 

The police arrested Manuel Polletz whom 
they charge not only with being one ofthe 
men engaged in the Hennessey assassination, 
but actually the man who fired the fatal shot, 
According to their view of the matter the 
murder was ordered by the Matrangas, who 
are the head of the Sicilian gang. John Ma- 
checa, under the name of John Peterson, 
then leased the Mastero house, from which 
the assassins watched Hennessey and finally 
firedon him. The murder itself was commit- 
ted by six or seven men, of whom Schaffidi, 
Mastero, Bagnetto, Incardera and Polietz are 
five.

MR. VON DER AHE APPLIES FOR A WAR-

Baldwin to Be Probably Charged With 
Conspiracy in Trying to Get Jack O’Oon- 
nor to Jump His Contract With Colum- 
bus—The Boss Manager Incensed. 


A new phase was given to the base ball war 
between the National League and American 
Association to-day when Chris Von der Ahe, 
President of the St. Louis Base Ball Club, ap- 
plied to

Mark Baldwin, the pitcher of 
Pittsburg League Olub. Baldwin is in the 
city endeavoring to induce Jack oOo Connor, 
the catcher of the Columbus Association Club, 
tojump his contract with that team and 
join the Pittsburg Club. It is for 
this offense that Mr. Von der Ahe asked for 
a warrant against Baldwin. 

CALLED AT THE FOUR COURTS. 
When the President of the Browns called at 
the Four Courts this morning he was accom- 

nied by George Munson, the Secretary 
of the club, and Walter F. McEntire, the. at- 
torney. They laid the case before Mr. Estep. 
He stated that he did not know what charge 
he could prefer against Baldwin. Conspiracy 
was suggested, but Mr. Estep did not think 
that would cover the case, He said he would 
take the matter under advisement and if 
they could find anything in the law books 
covering the case he would issue the warrant. 
Mr. McEntire then went down town to his 
office and.he and his partner, Mr. Charles F. 
Stark,overhauled the law books, endeavoring 
to find a statute that would cover the 
case. They were 80 engaged at 
a late hour this afternoon 
and said that they thought there was alaw 
under which Baldwin could be prosécuted for 
his action, and if there was they would cer- 
tainly find it and have him arrested. 

Mr. Von der Ahe has resorted to this means 
of stopping contract-jumping and punishing 
those engaged in it and says if there 
is any law by which they can be 
made to suffer for their despicable 
conduct he shall have it enforced against 
them. The association is suffering by the 
conduct of the League in inducing their 
players to jump contracts, and as the 
League is doing all in its power 
to annoy the Association, the latter body in- 
tends to retaliate wherever it can without 
resorting to inducing players to jump their 
contracts. Ifa charge of conspiracy cannot 
be made to hold against Baldwin no other 
charge will lie. * 

WANTS COMPANY. 

Baldwin has had a rather checkered record 
as a ball player. He first became prominent 
as a pitcher for the Chicago Na- 
tional League team. Although a splendid 
pitcher he has a most violent temper and is 
very unruly. He had a row with Capt. 
Anson, and as a result was 
given his unconditional release by the 
Chicago team. Then the Columbus 
American Association club signed him. He 
did good work for them during the season of 
1889, and became a great favorite in 
the Ohio capital. He was made a 
great deal over and paid a 
big salary. The next season—last year—he 
joined the Chicago Players’ League team 
after having pledged himself to play 
with Columbus. Then he attempted 
to induce O'Connor, his catcher, to 
jump his Columbus contract, but the latter 
refused to do so. This season Baldwin agreed 
to go to Columbus, to whom he belonged 
under the reserve rule, but he 
signed with the National League, 
and is now engaged In again endeavoring to 
get O’Connor to jump his contract with Col- 
umbus..

ANOTHER BOULEVARD. 


DELMAR AVENUE, WEST OF KING’S 
HIGHWAY, TO BE A FINE DRIVE. 


The Board of Public Improvements De- 
cides to Improve the Thoroughfare— 
Looking After St. Louis Interests—A 
Probable Gas Fight. 


The Board of Public Improvements to-day 
approved an ordinance for the improvement 
of Delmar avenue, which will be introduced 
inthe Council to-night, where it will meet 
with no opposition of any kind. Under this 
ordinance Delmar avenue, from King’s high- 
way westward tothe Wabash tracks, will be 
made one of the handsome and attractive 
drives of St. Louis. The plan is to have 
on each side a six-foot granitoid walk, then 
six-foot strips of grass between the sidewalks 
and the roadways and then twotwenty-five 
foot roadways, with a strip of twenty-six feet 
between them, which will be occupied by the 
electric car tracks and grass plots. The peti- 
tion sent in by all the property owners and 
the accompanying ordinance, which were 
acted upon to-day by the board, are as fol- 
lows: 

To the Honorable President and Members of the 

Board of Public Improvements: 

The undersigned owners of property abutting upon 
Delmar avenue, between King's highway and the 
Wabash Railway, respectfully request that your 
honorable body do favorably consider the draft of an 
ordinance for the improvement of said Delmar 
avenue herewith submitted, which said ordinance is 
as follows, to-wit: . 

An ordinance establishing the manner of improve- 
ment of Delmar avenue, between King’s highway 
and the Wabash Railway. 

Be it enacted by the Municipal Assembly of the 
City of St. Louis, as follows: 

Sec. 1. Upon the completion of the proceedings to 
widen Delmar avenue, under ordinance No, 15,841, 
the manner of the improvement of said avenue be- 
tween King’s highway onthe east and the Wabash 
Railway on the west shall be as follows: 

There shall be on each side ofthe avenue a gran- 
itoid sidewalk having a width of sixfeet and located 
along the lot line, adjacent to the above shall bea 
grass plot six feet in width and ornamented 
with trees and shrubbrey, and adjoining this a 
roadway twenty-five feet in width, witha telford 
pavement and granitoid curbing and guttering on the 
outside thereof, and agranitoid curbing on the in- 
side, and between the above roadways there shall be 
a space of twenty-six feet in width laid out in orna- 
mental grass or any material the Board of Public Im- 
provements may designate, within which the Lin- 
dell Railway shall be operated, the boulevard poles 
supporting the electric wire to be located in the 
center thereof. 

The only expense the city will be under in 
this case will be a small amount for grading. 
All the rest of the cost will be paid by the 
property owners. By the statements made 
by those who have been urging the matter in 
the board it can be judged that every- 
thing will be done in first-class 
style and it may turn out eventually that Del- 
mar avenue from King’s highway west will be 
included in the general boulevard system if 
the billin the Legislature passes. All the 
members of the board are very much in favor 
of the plan and will render all. the assistance 
they can. 

Arrangements will probably be made with 
the Lindell Railway Co. to have the center 
poles supporting the wires painted a suitable 
colorand electric lights erected at close in- 
tervals soasto addto the attractiveness of

THE MOTION FOR BAIL. 


AFTER ALONG WAIT VAIL’S ATTORNEYS 
RECEIVE A HEARING. 


The Court Will Deliver a Written Decision 
To-Morrow or Next Day—Some of the 
Court’s Queer Demands—State’s Attor- 
neys Oalled For, but Do Not Appear. 


After several hours of waiting the attor- 
neys for Charles F. Vail were permitted to 
present to the Criminal Court their applica- 
tion for bail. The written motion for Dall 
was filed yesterday, and the Court laid the 
matter over until this morning and requested 
Mr. Crews of the defense to notify the State’s 
representatives that the motion would be 
made. The Court inquired this morning 
whether the notices had been served, and 
Mr. Crews said that he had notified Gov. 
Johnson, had called on Mr. Mudd, but had 
failed to find him and had telegraphed and 
written to Mr. Louis Brecher, the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of St. Charles County. Mr. 
Orews was about to argue the case when the 
Court announced that the docket of 
the day had to doe heard or 
disposed of, and Mr. Crews and 
Mr. McDonalad sat down to wait. 
Several cases were continued, then a jury 
was called and atrial begun. Before it had 
reached the examination of witnesses the de- 
fendant concluded to plead guilty and take 
five years. When the jury was called the 
Court laid the Vail motion over until 20’ clock, 
but the attorneys did not leave. When this 
case abrubtly closed, the court called Mr. Mc- 
Donald and Mr. Orews to the bench and told 
them that Gov. Johnson had sent word that 
he would prefer to have the Prosecuting At- 
torney of St. Charles notified. a 

Mr. Crews repeated his statement that Mr. 
Brecher had been notified by wire and by 
mail, and he said, moreover, that he did not 
see why the State’s attorneys should be con- 
sulted in this matter; the Court was familiar 
with the claims of the State and had heard all 
the evidence. Besides, Gov. Johnson had 
represented the State prominently in the 
trial; why should he not now appear for the 
State? Certainly the defendant should not be 
kept in jail while the attorneys on the other 
side shove the responsibility of appearing 
from the shoulders of one to the other. 

LAID OVER AGAIN, . 

Again the Vail case stopped and another 
trial was taken up. The Court again ad- 
journed it until2 o’clock and proceeded to 
try a man who was Charged with stealing six 
iron shutters from a building owned bya 
railroad company. Vail’s attorneys sat 
through italland when the fellow was ac- 
quitted Mr. Crews advanced and said: 

Jour Honor, I suppose that the only ques- 
tion involved in this motion for ball is the 
amount of the bond. There is no doubt, I 
believe, about the right of the defendant to 
ball, and 1 believe that in view of 
the evidence which the Court has 
heard he should be liberated under 
a small bond. We think that $1,000 would be 
sufficient, but we are willingto give a bond 
of $3,000 or $3,500. That, however, is more a 
matter for the Court to decide on than for us 
to suggest. But we would like to have a 
speedy ruling, as our client is still locked up 
in the jail.’’ 


and the second is the ability of the 
defendant to give bond. He is a poor man; 
he was poor when he was arrested, and I will 
say that his attorneys have not recefVed one 
dollar in the way of a fee. All the money that 
could be raised has been expended in pre- 
paring his defense, and all the resources of 
his family were drawn upon to provide 
money for that purpose. Still, he will givea 
reasonable bond, but we urge upon the Court 
that the bond should be one which he will be 
able to give.’’ 

The Court made no reply, and the case went 
Over. 

The probability is, so far as such a matter 
can be foretold, that bail will be refused, but 
public opinion does not sanction such a 
course. Vail is believed, generally, to be 
guilty, but it is not believed that the State 
introduced evidence enough to convict him, 
or that he can ever be convicted if he is tried 
once every month. Why the Court should 
wish the State’s attorneys to be present is 
another of the conundrums which the Court’s 
conduct has propounded in this case. Before 
a trial the prosecution should ap- 
pear in answer to a motion for 
bail, for before the trial the court 
is supposed to be entirely ignorant of the 
case, and it would then be the duty of the 
State to disclose enough evidence to show the 
court why the defendant should not be 
permitted to give bond. But the court heard 
the evidence in a trial lasting three weeks, 
presumably knows as much about it as any of 
the attorneys, and therefore has no reason to 
wait for the prosecution to appear and op- 
pose the motion for bail. Eventually, no 
doubt, Vail will be liberated under bond, 
which will unquestionably meet with general 
approval, for it matters not whether he be 
innocent or guilty, itis generally regarded as 
a useless severity to keepa man confined 
when it is apparent that it is impossible ever 
to convict him,

FAIR REPRESENTATION, 


They are talking at Jefferson City about 
districting the State so asto wipe out as 
much as possible of the little representa- 
tion which the 240,000 Republican voters of 
Missouri now have in our State Legis- 
lature. There are but eight Republicans 
in the Senate and twenty-three in the 
House, or one votein the Legislature for 
every 7,742 Republican voters in the State 
at large, while the 265,000 Democrats have 
twenty-five Senators and 106 Represent- 
atives in the House, or about one legis- 
lative vote for every 2,023 Democratic 
voters. 

The theory of every true believer in the 
American idea of government, whether he 
be a Democrat ora Republican, is that a 
perfectly fair representation of the wisdom 
and will of the people in our legislative 
bodies is the best possible safeguard of 
good government. That is to say, he will 
frankly admit that, if strictly proportional 
representation is impossible under our 
system of election by counties, it ought to 
be approximated as closely as possible in 
laying off the election districts. If it is 
right for the party in power to give itself 
three times as many representatives in pro- 
portion to votes as it allows to the miinor- 
ity, it has a right to disfranchise the 
minority altogether. But no true disciple 
of JFFFERSON in the city named after the 
Father of American Democracy will con- 
tend that the total or partial disfranchise- 
ment of the minority party in the State 
would insure better government, or even 
be better for the majority party in the long 
run. Every shrewd observer of politics 
knows how quickly an unwieldy, un-

A HUMILIATING TRAVESTY. 


The proceedings in the jury-room of th 
Criminal Court during the consideration 
of the verdict for the Vail case constituted 
a disgraceful travesty upon the system of 
trial by jury. 

The conduct of the jurymen, according 
to their own reports, resembled a cross be- 
tween that of unruly schoolboys and sav- 
age barbarians, rather than that of civil- 
ized, sensible men, engaged in the sol- 
emn duty of passing upon the evidence of 
a murder case, involving the life or death 
ofa fellow-man. Juryman FORSHAW de- 
clares that he and another juryman, who 
believed in the guilt of the prisoner, were 
so abused, insulted and persecuted by the 
others that his colleague in the minority 
was driven to change his ballot by stress 
of abuse, and his own condition by reason 
of his refusal to change was made unbear- 
able. This report is in part corroborated 
by Juryman HOLLB, who belonged to the 


majority side and who admits that For- 


SHAW was abused to some extent and was 
put through a mock trial by four of his 
associates in which vile epithets were 
heaped upon him. 

But unpardonable as this conduct on the 
part of the jurymen was, extenuating cir- 
cumstances may be urged for them. It 
does not require a far search to find the 
cause of the jury’s demoralization. It was 
natural that the jury should follow the 
example of the Court to which it looked for 
guidance and instruction. What could be 


expected in the jury-room when in the 


court-room the Judge on the bench, 
who was treated with half-veiled and 
wholly insulting contempt by attorneys, 
permitted the trial to be turned into a 
burlesque, the witnesses to be abused and 
humiliated and the lawyers to indulge in 
coarse invective and blackguardism? 

The jury was in a measure justified by 
the Court, and both together made a record 
in criminal procedure unparalleled in 
American court trials.

STEPS TO BE TAKEN TO MAKE RECENTLY 
ADOPTED RATES PERMANENT. 


Jay Gould Working for a More Binding 
Agreement-—The Delaware & Lacka- 
wanna Discharging Employes for Sign- 
ing Petitions for Saloon Licenses—Rail- 
road News. 


New Tonk, March 3.—A morning paper 
says: Another important meeting of railroad 
presidents, itis saidon good authority, has 
been called and will be held in this city within 
afew days. President Manvelof the Atchi- 
son is now here, and Vice-President Clarke of 
the Missouri Pacific and Union Pacific is ex- 
pected atany moment. The presidents of 
nearly all the other large systems are 
either already here or are said to 
be on their way. It is asserted that steps 
will be taken at the meeting to make the re- 
cently adopted rates permanent. Jay Gould 
is understood to be working for a more bind- 
ing agreement than that which now stands. 
All the Western roads, according to the story, 
have agreed to enter intoa new and stronger 
compact, except the Burlington and Rock 

„ which refused to join in 
any association. Parties identified 
with Gould say that conferences 
have been held since President Manvel’s ar- 
rival, looking to a consummation of his 
scheme to consolidate the Missouri Pacific, 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific and Atchison 
into a new company, and that the scheme is 
very close to being carried out. It is also 
said that it is intended later to take in the 
Rock Island, but nothing will be done openly 
in regard to that road until it has foreclosed 
and bought in its Southwestern extensions. 

A TEMPERANCE RAILROAD. 

NEW YorK, March 8.—The Delaware, Lack 
awanna & Western Railroad Co. has directed 
that trainmen employed on the road shall 
not sign petitions that have been put in cir- 
culation in towns along the line for signatures 
to secure licenses for saloons. Several train- 
men at Scranton, Pa., signed petitions and 
were summarily discharged by the company. 
President Sloan, when asked about the action 
taken in the cases of the trainmen at Scran- 
ton, said that it did not come directly from 
him but from his superintendents. 
He gave the action his hearty indorsement 
and said it was right and proper that it 
should be so. He said the rule would pertain 
to every section of the road from Hoboken to 
Buffalo in future. The saloon-keeping ele- 
mentin Scranton and vicinity is having an 
up-hill ight to secure the necessary licenses to 
carry on business. The churches have joined 
the opposition and are determined to close 
the doors of as many liquor saloons as 
possible. The temperance people have been 
making the fight and all the influence tliat 
could be brought to bear with the 
city authorities has been used. Scranton 
alone is credited with having enough 
saloons for a city three times 
its size, and it is to suppress as many of them 
as possible and prevent the licensing of new 
ones that the warfare is waged. All sorts of 
schemes are resorted to in order to secure 
licenses and many petitions have been going 
the rounds on which the statement is made 
that the saloon wanting a renewal is ‘‘re- 
spectable.’’ Among others whose names 
have been sought in Scranton as an indorse- 
ment of the respectability of the saloons are 
those employed as trainmen of the Delaware 
& Lackawanna Railroad. Their names were 
secured merely because several who 
wanted to conduct a liquor business 
had friends among the trainmen, 
and not because the latter were 
addicted to the use of liquor. These men 
when they affixed their signatures to the 
widely circulated petitions did not seem to 
see that they might be running their necks 
into a noose. As soon as the Lackawanna om - 
cials learned that their subordinates were 
actively engaged in helping the saloon busi- 
ness they expressed their authority by sum- 
marily discharging them. It then occurred 
to those who had been dismissed that their 
interest in the welfare of the liquor men had 
been detected. Surprised at the sudden en- 
forcement of discipline they sought the 
proper persons in the hope of getting an ex- 
planation. It was no trouble to secure an ex- 
planation. The Lackawanna officials told the 
trainmen that they would be reinstated as 
soon as they withdrew their names from the 
petitions. They did so with alacrity and re- 
turned to their trains. Whenan explanation 
was asked for such quick action in the cases 
of the men at Scranton, the Lackawanna 
officials said the efficiency of the service and 
safety of the thousands of passengers who 
traveled daily on the roadis dependent on 
the sobriety and watchfulness of the men who 
make up trains, and the fact that at a meet- 
ing some of them openly advocated the 
licensing of saloons by giving the dealers 
their moral support was sufficient reason for 
dismissing them from the service. 


MR. WRIGHT’S RAILROAD DEAL. 


New York, March 3.—0. B. Wright, the 
Northern Pacific railroad millionaire, yester- 
day purchased in his own name the entire 
capital stock and bonds of the Hunt system of 
railroads in Oregon and Washington, com- 
prising 167 miles of completed road and 42 
miles now under construction. The deal in- 
volves about $3,000,000. The railroad pene 
trates the Walla Walla wheat valley, and 
competes in that territory with the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Co., which is leased to 
the Union Pacific. A short time ago Mr Hunt, 
the projector of the railroad, found his build- 
ing operations greatly interfered with by the 
monetary stringency and concluded to sell 
out, President Hillof the ‘‘Manitoba,’’ or 
Great Northern road, wished to buy, and Mr. 
Wright also opened negotiations. Mr. Hill 
went over to Europe to secure money for his 
trunk line tothe Pacific and to feel the pulse 
of the London monetary world, expecting to 
give a favorable answer on his return, returned 
Friday last. Yesterday Mr. Hunt appeared 
in Mr. Wright’s office and closed the negotia- 
tions with that gentleman. The system of 
railroads is known as the Oregon & Washing- 
ton Territory Railroad and has a capital stock 
of $10,000,000. On fifty-six miles of the road 
there is a mortgage for $1,142,000, all of which 
is held by Mr. Wright. The rest of the prop- 
erty is not mortgaged at all. Mr. Wright 
is to buy the bonds on the ill miles 
of completed road at the rate of 320, 
000 a mile, for 90 per cent of their face value, 
and Mr. Huntis to complete the forty-two 
miles now under construction and to deliver 
the bonds on that portion at the same rate. 
The $10,000,000 of capital stock is thrown in. 
Mr. Wright made the first payment of $75,- 
000 yesterday, and will pay $800,000 on April 
17, $300,000 on July 1, and $400,000 on Sept. 1, 
and the balance on Dec. 1.

MACDONALD’S ELECTORAL ADDRESS. 

Toronto, Ontario, March 3.—On the 9th ult. 
Sir John Macdonald issued a lengthy address 
to the electors of Canada, in which he bitterly 
attacked the opponents of the Government, 
On questions concerning trade and com- 
merce he said: 

As in 1882 and again in 1887, so in 1891 do ques- 
tions relating to the trade and commerce of the coun- 
try occupy the foremost place in the public mind. 
Our policy in respect thereto is to-day what it has 
been for the past thirteen years, and is directed by a 
firm determination to foster and develop the varied 
resources ofthe Dominion by every means in our 
power consistent with Canada’s position as an inte- 
gral portion of the British Empire. To that end we 
have labored in the past, and we propose to continue 
in the work to which we have applied ourselves of 
building up on this continent under the flag of En- 
gland a great and powerful nation. 

Disappointed by the failure of all their predictions, 
and convinced that nothing is to be gained by further 
opposition on the old lines, the reform party has 
taken a new departure, and has announced its policy 
to be unrestricted reciprocity, thatis (as defined by 
its author, Mr. Wyman, in the North American

Review’’ a few days ago) free trade with the United 
States, and a common tariff with the United States 
against the rest of the world. Tne adoption of this 
policy would involve, among other grave evils, dis- 
crimination against the mother country. This fact 
is admitted by no less a personage than Sir Richard 
Cartwright, who, in his speech at Pembroke, Oct. 21, 
1890, is reported to have said: 

Some men, whose opinions I respect, entertain ob- 
jections to this (unrestricted reciprocity) proposi- 
tion. They argue, and argue with force, that it will 
be necessary for us, if we went into such an arrange- 
ment, to admit goods of the United States on more 
favorable terms than those of the mother country. 
Nor do I deny that this is an objection and nota light 
one. 

It would, in my opinion, inevitably result in an- 
nexation of this Dominion to the United States. The 
advocates of unrestricted reciprocity on this side of 
the line deny that it would have such an effect, 
though its friends in the United States urge as the 
chief reason for its adoption that unrestricted reci- 
procity would be the first step in the direction of 
political union. 


LOYALTY TO GREAT BRITAIN. 


On the subject of loyalty to Great Britain 
the Premier said: 

I have pointed out to you a few ofthe material ob- 
jections to this scheme of unrestricted reciprocity to 
which Mr. Laurier and Sir Richard Cartwright have 
committed the Liberal party; but they are not the 
only objections; nor, in my opinion, are they the 
most vital. For a century and a half this country has 
grown and flourished under the protecting wgis of 
the British crown. The gallant race who first bore 
to our shores the blessings of civilization passed by 
an easy transition from French to English rulé and 
now form one of the most law-abiding portions of 
the community. These pioneers were speedily re- 
cruited by the advent of a loyal band of British sub- 
jects, who gave up everything that men most prize 
and were content to begin life anew in the wilder- 
ness rather than forego allegiance to their sovereign.

But apart alto- 
gether from this, I trust that you do not intend to lay 
down the proposition that in order to command one 
must be infallible. That would be the death blow of 
all parentage and civic authority. I think I may 
assume that whenever in the discharge of my official 
duties I make any declarations, or shall give any ad- 
vice or commands, they will be so clearly explained 
and so thoroughly in keeping with Catholic doctrine 
that they will evoke no protests from those who be- 
lieve in all the dogmas of the church. :

A superior servant in beating a subordinate, 
for the Court says: 


laintif? assumes, that a master may not be 

eld Hable for 
by his servant under some circumstances, 
nor have we held that there is a difference in 
that regard between the servant of an indi- 
vidual and the servant of a corporation. The 
proposition that a master may be held th 
Hable, whether an individual or a corpora- 
tion, is too well settled to be questioned, and 
while some cases doubt the liability of the 
master where the battery is willful and mali- 
cious there are well-reasoned cases which 
hold the master liable even in the latter 


liability on the 

servant is supposed to act under the com- 
pulsion of the master, on which the liability 
of the husband for the battery inflicted by his 
wife rests, and therefore no case lays down 
the general proposition that a master 16 
liable for a battery or any other wrong com- 
mitted by a servant, simply because the 
servant committed the wrong in an endeavor 
to forward his master’s interest. 

The proper limitation recognized in 
all the cases is that the wrong 
done must be i within the scope 
of the servant’s employment. Where the 
authority given tothe servant implies the 
use of force, the master is always responsible 
for the excess of force used. This is the rule 
inmany cases even though the excess of 
force used is willful. The master having 
authorized the servant to use force is liable 
for its abuse. No other safe rule can possi- 
bly be adopted without making the master an 
insurer of his servants’ conduct to all fellow 
servants and third parties,on the theory that 
the master is responsible for his acts simply 
because they were done inthe supposed in- 
terest of the master.

Two of the six branches of the Band of 
Mercy, which Mrs. Gause and Mrs. Meiser 
organized, held meetings Sunday and passed 
resolutions indorsing these two ladies.

«* fect the organization of the Women’s Humane 


Society. The society was formed when we 
came here, but was without any organiza- 
tion, and for the assistance we rendered 
them in perfecting an organization we were 
elected honorary members, as their 
records will show. The children’s 
humane society for which we 
have been canvassing and working is 
known as the Band of Mercy. There are six 
branches or bands here and they are all 
among children of poor parents, into whom 
we endeavor to instil humane ideas and prin- 
ciples by distributing humane literature 
among them and having them instructed by 
teachers. Our work conflicts in no way with 
that of the ‘Golden Chain’ Bands of Mercy, 
as Mrs. Brooks calls the children’s humane 
society which she conducts. The Golden 
Chain is composed of children of well-to-do 
parents entirely, so that our flelds are en- 
tirely different. We were the first to forma 
Children’s Humane Society here. The first 
society was organized by Mrs. Meiser. It was 
formed atthe First Presbyterian Church, of 
which she is a member, and was known as 
the Earnest Workers Band of Merey. Mrs. 
Holt was placed in charge of it, and it was 
there that Mrs. Brooks received her first in- 
structions in children’s humane society 
work. She attended the meetings of Mrs. 
Holt’s society for weeks and there got her 
knowledge of the work, before she formed 
the Golden Chain. Nowshe is opposing our 
society, although we are not in any way in- 
terfering with the work of her organiza- 
tion. 
MRS. COMSTOCK TALKS. 

Mrs. T. G. Comstock, President of the 
Women’s Humane Society, in explaining the 
resolution passed by that organization, said: 

„Our society passed the resolution for the 
information of the public. Ido not know of 
any instance in which Mrs. Gause or Mrs. 
Meiser represented that they were soliciting 
for our society, but I think a great 
many people who gave to them did 
so under the impression that the money 
was for local humane work. We merely 
wished to correct this impression so that 
money intended for local work could reach 
one of the local societies. The Missouri 
Humane Society has been in existence four 
years, and the Women’s Humane Society has 
been organized three years. The two {fll 
the field pretty thoroughly, I 
think, and there are also local 
Children’ s Human Societies managed by local 
ladies. I think it is a reflection on our ladies 
to come here from other places and enter the 
field and organize other societies. As to the 
claims of Mrs. Gause and Mrs. Meiser that 
they assisted usin perfecting our organiza- 
tion, I will simply state tha we organized 
our society on Jan. 7, 1888, and their first, 
last and only work for our organization was 
in connection with the mass meeting held by 
us the following May. No benefit that ever 1 
could discover grew out of that mass meeting. 
It was a failure and the only failure 
inthe history ofthe society. When these 
ladies came here they gave us the impression 
that they were working under the auspices 
of the National Humane Association. I don’t 
remember their making the devert claim that 
they were, but their talk left that impression 
onus and we made no attempt to question 
them. Theytoldusof how they had been 
organizing mass meetings all over the 
country and of the benefitsto be derived 
from them, so we held one believing it to be 
the proper thing to do. They told us their price 
for getting up a mass meeting was $50, but as 
our organization was new they agreed to get 
up ours for $80. We were to also pay their 
board bill which we did. Here is a letter 
from the Secretay of that society, which is 
the National Organization, the President be- 
ing in Chicago and the Secretary having his 
office in Cincinnati.’’

WILL INJURE MISSOURI TRADE. 


Great Opposition to the Bill in Reference to 
Railroad Rates. 

The St. Louis merchants of all classes are 
very considerably exercised over the substi- 
tute for Senate bill No. 97, in which it is pro- 
vided that railroads shall not change their 
freight rates without giving ninety days’ 


notice. This bill has a strong following in 


the Legislature and came very near 
being passed yesterday, but owing to the ef- 
forts of the St. Louis Senators its considera- 
tion was postponed. This postponement, 
however, isnot regarded as final, asa tele- 
gram was received by a member of ‘the Board 
of Directors of the Merchants’ Exchange this 
morning stating that the matter would 
probably be brought up again with- 
in a short time, and naming 
Senator Major as the man likely to doso. 
Had it not been for the telegram sent yester- 
day afternoon by President Marcus Bern- 
heimer of the Merchants’ Exchange, it is 
believed that the bill would have become a 
law, or at least would have been sent to the 
Governor for his signature. The detrimental 
influence which such a law could have is fully 
appreciated only by those who have given 
the matter some degree of study. The argu- 
ment urged in favor of its passage is that the 
railroads at the time that the crops are har- 
vested have been known to raise their rates 
on ten days notice, and then lower them 
when the rush was over. It was 
for the purpose of protecting the farmers 
against this that the bill was formulated. 
The effect, however, according to all ship- 
pers and receivers, would be to build up the 
industries of foreign States, at the expense of 
Missouri, and particularly to destroy the 
commerce of St. Louis. No one 
familiar with the manner in which 
railroad business is conducted, it. is 
argued, can fail to recognize the fact that as 
soon as the Missouri roads fixed a rate, those 
of neighboring States, where only ten days’ 
notice of change is required, would cut under 
them, and deprive them of nearly all their 
business.The Missouri roads,instead of carry- 
ing Missouri products to their natural termini, 
would be only called upon to carry freight to 
the nearest point in a foreign State at which 
a railroad line could be topped, and 
the shipment, instead of being handled in 
Missouri, would go elsewhere. The law as 
proposed would absolutely prevent 
any Missouri line from meeting a cut 
made by a competing road in 
another State and would prevent the farmers 
from gaining any advantage fromarate war. 
The value of their crops would be greatly 
diminished asthey would be compelled to 
compete with grain growers who were able 
to avail themselves of the low rates 
incident to railroad wars. A change 
in rates after ninety days’ notice 
would have little effect, as other lines could 
readily adjust themselves to the altered con- 
ditions, and not only the Missouri roads but 
also the Missouri shippers would be helpless. 
The only season when the citizens of this 
State would be on an equality with those of 
others would be when the amount of freight 
to be carried is so small as to pre- 
vent any general attempt being 
As a matter of business 
no road would place its ninety-day rates at a 
point aslow as the lowest that it was ex- 
pected that would be touched. The effect 
would be that low rates would never prevail, 
and that St. Louis would be placed at 
a hopeless disadvantage as regards Chicago 
during the season when the cropsare being 
harvested. The only source of supply that 
could be counted on would bethe section of 
country immediately adjacent to the city and 
the fields of Southern Illinois, the railroads 
tapping which are not subjected to the regu- 
lations proposed. A number of letters and 
telegrams were to-day sent to members of the 
Legislature by St. Louis and Kansas City mer- 
chants, and itis hoped that the bill will be 
finally killed.

OUR TRADE WITH MEXICO 


GEN, ALVORD SAYS IT HAS BEEN RUINED 
" BY THE M’KINLEY BILL. 


A Prominent Texan Discusses the Direct 
Results of the Republican Party’s 
Tariff Measure—Benefits to Be Derived 
From Reoiprocity—Texas’ Progress. 


Gen. George F. Alvord of Dallas, Tex., is 
stopping atthe Lindell. Gen. Alvord, who 
is one of the most prominent men in Texas, is 
a native of New Madrid, Mo. He was born 
while his father was confined to a dungeon 
cell in Mexico under sentence of death, Gen. 
Alvord was a member of Gen. Sam Houston’s 
statt in the Texas revolution of 1835 and 1836 
and just after the battle of San 
Jacinto was sent by Houston, Commander- 
in-Ohief of the Texas forces and 
acting President of the temporary Republic, 
to New Orleans to get supplies for the Texas 
army. On his way back with the supplies 
Alvord's vessel was captured by a Mexican 
fleet and he was taken to Matamoras where he 
was sentenced to death. He was saved, how- 
ever, by the interposition of President Jack- 
son of the United States, who threatened to 
declare war with Mexico if the order of exe- 
cution was carried into effect. Gen. 
Alvord, who is now at the Lindell, moved to 
Texas while quite young and has held a num- 
ber of offices there. He served several 
terms in the Texas Legislature, both 
as Representative and Senator, and 
he was also a Judge on the bench there for 
sometime. Inthe late rebellion he was a 
Brigadier-General in the Confederarate Army 
and he has been engaged in banking and 
other lines of business in the Lone Star State. 
Gen. Alvord has mining interests in Mexico 
and spends considerable timethere. He only 
left that country last week and is on his way 
East on business. The General is very strong 
in nis denunciation of the McKinley bill and 
its effect on the trade relations between the 
United States and Mexico. 

BELIEVES IN RECIPROCITY. 

The present attitude of this country 
toward Mexico is suicidal on the part of the 
American Government,’’ he remarked, ‘‘and 
I cannot understand it. Mexico isa republic 
of 12,000,000 people, rich in natural resources, 
but with little manufacturing. They had been 
shipping to this country lead and silver ores, 
and American were erecting large smelters 
along the Rio Grand eto reduce these ores, In 
return for their ores we sent to Mexico manu- 
factured goods of all kinds—wagons, 
buggies, agricultural implements, clothing, 
etc. Then the McKinley bill was passed and 
built a Chinese wall around the United States. 
It cut offall trade between this country and 
Mexico, a nation of 12,000,000 people, and did 
it, too, at the very time when the commercial 
relations between the two countries were 
being rapidly developed. Just to benefit and 
further enrich a dozen or more silver barons, 
all this trade was cut off from this nation 
and sent to Europe. Such blind policy 
as that 1 cannot comprehend. We 
cut off all shipments of wagons, agricultural 
implements and manufactured articles of all 
kinds wherein thousands of people were in- 
terested merely toaid a dozen or so silver 
magnates of Colorado. The policy does not 
injure my mining interests in Mexico, but on 
the other hand benefits them, for it has re- 
sulted in the erection of smelters in Mexico 
near the mines and this enables us 
to operate the properties to greater 
advantage than ever before. It is the 
utter blindness and  senselessness of 
the policy of this Government which 
angers me. The McKinley bill will have to 
be repealed and quickly too or all trade with 
Mexico will be lost to the United States for- 
ever. The Mexicans are now by the aid of 
the smelters they have been forced to erect 
sending bullion bars to Europe and 
getting all their goods from there. Trade 
with America is dead. If the McKinley bill 
is not soon repealed and proper trade rela- 
tions with Mexico devised that country 
Wil no longer want to make a 
reciprocity treaty with us as 
they will by that time have gone into manu- 
facturing so extensively that they will no 
longer have any need for our articles. As the 
result of our policy in not making a reciprocity 
treaty with Mexico most wonderful strides 
are now being made there in the manufactur- 
ing line. Why, in the city of Monterey alone 
over $3,000,000 has been expended in the past 
twelve months in manufacturing establish- 
ments. These enterprises include three 
large smelting works with 1,000 tons daily 
capacity, two cotton factories, a woolen mill, 
ouring mill with 600 barrels daily capacity, 
two ice factories, door, sash and furniture 
factory, sugarrefinery, distillery, brewery, 
foundry and machine shops, knitting works, 
candle, soap and match factories, etc, These 
in turn will bring others until the Mexicans 
find they can manufacture all they need and 


will then refuse to enter into a reciprocity 


treaty which they have been so anxious to 
make for years. 
TEXAS’ PROGRESS. 

„I would like to say a word or two about 
Texas, remarked the General, after a 
pause, It is making wonderful strides, The 
city of Dallas, where I reside, is enjoying a 
rapid and steady growth that might almost 
be called a boom. Where we formerly put up 
two-story buildings, we now erect eight- 
story structures. With the increased terri- 
tory we are preparing to takein, Dallas will 
have a population of 60,000 people and that 
will make it a reserve money center and bring 
in money from Texas, the Indian Territory 
and elsewhere. The city has thirteen differ- 
ent railroads and there will be more miles of 
railroad built in Texas the coming year than 
in any other two States in the Union. The 
State, and particularly Northern Texas, is 
filling up rapidly, andthe Texas farmers are 
to-day in better condition than those of any 
other State. Itis not generally known, but 
in the wheat belt of Northern Texas the 
farmers realize more per acre in money than 
they do anywhere in the United States. Fig - 
ures supplied by the Department of Agri- 
calture show that in Nebraska wheat realizes 
$6.89 per acre;in Kansas, $9.55; in Missouri, 
$10.23; in Minnesota, $12.08, and in Texas, 
$17.87. There is a wheat area in Texas large 
enough to supply not only the United States, 
but the entire world,’’

SHOT IN THE EYE. 


Miss Mattie Bohn Wounded by a Drunken 
Barber. 

A drunken barber with a loaded pistol ts 
about as dangerous a man as can be found 
anywhere. John Schultz keeps a barber shop 
on O’Fallon street and last night he filled up 
with beer and whisky and made a nuisance of 
himself in the saloon of his brother-in-law, 
Michael Schwab, at 1013 O’Fallon street. 
Schwab put him out and this so enraged him 
that he drew his pistol, whereupon the 
former jumped back into the sa- 
loon. Just then Mattie Bohn, 
Schultz’s sister-in-law, ran up and caught 
hold of the pistol and tried to get it away 
from him. In the struggle, the weapon was 
discharged, the ball piercing a Miss Bohn’s 
right eye, of course destroying the eyesight 
entirely and causing a very dangerous, most 
probably a fatal wound. She was removed 
to the City Dispensary, but as she refused to 
gotothe City Hospital, she wasthen taken 
home, where she is now being treated by Dr. 
Henry T. Mudd, The ball is supposed to have 
lodged in the young lady’s brain and if that 
is so she has very little chan ce of recovery. 

Schults was arrested at his barber-shop by 
Officer Flynn directly after the shooting, 
which occurred about 10 o’clock, and he now 
appeared to be perfectly sober and badly 
frightened at the same time. He declared 
that he had not fired the shot; thatin fact he 
had not had a pistol with him at the time. 
He owned two pistols, but both were at home, 
and neither had been discharged for some 
time. The officer, after taking his prisoner 
to the police station, went to Schultz's 
residence, 100 O’Fallon street, and there 
found a pistol with one chamber 
empty, and which had evidently just been 
discharged. The shooting was witnessed by 
a number of people, and there is little doubt 
that Schultz fired the shot is the manner 
stated above. Schultz is a widower, about 30 
years old, and has lived in that neighbor- 
hood a long time. He has the reputation of 
being a hard drinker, and is always very 
ugly when intoxicated. 

The doctor removed Miss Bohn’s injured 
eye this morning. 

Schultz was transferred to the jail this 
morning on a Warrant charging him with as- 
sault to kill. 

Dr. Henry H. Mudd, who is attending Miss 
Bohn, said this afternoon that she was doing 
very well, although he had made no effort yet 
to extract the bullet. Until the operation is 
performed it will be impossible to say what 
will be the outcome of her injury.

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MORE COLD WEATHER. 


A Fall in the Temperature Predicted for 
To-Morrow—A Norther Going to Texas. 


Sergt. Hammond of the Signal Service pre- 
dicts a fallin temperature aslow as 10 deg. 
above zero, by to-morrow morning, if not 
lower, This morning the thermometer regis- 
tered 80 deg. below zero at three 
points in in Montana: Forts Assineboine, 
Custer and Buford, and 15 deg. 
below at Helena. In Northern Nebraska this 
morning the temperature was 12 deg. 
below, and the cold was moving rapidly 
southeast and east, sending the mercury to 
zero and a few points below in Northern 
Iowa. The temperature in this city will hardly 
reach zero. Many points near by in Arkansas 
and Southern Illinois the temperature is 60 
degs. above. The storm center on this morn- 
ing’s map was in Arkansas, moving east- 
ward. Snow has fallen all through the winter 
wheat belt tothe depth of from one-half an 
inch to three inches and will protect the 
growing crop from the cold wave about to 
pass over it. 

The Signal officers at Washington have sent 
out warnings to all points in Northern and 
Eastern Texas against a ‘‘norther”’ which is 
about to sweep through Northern and East- 
ern Texas, and should the ranch owners and 
cattlemen recetve no intimation of the visit 
great damage might be done to live stock. 

The past two days have been the coldest 
days in the month of March for twenty years, 
or since the Signal Service office was estab- 
lished here. In sixteen of the past twenty 
years the coldest weather was felt before 
Jan. 15, last year being the latest the Frost 
King remained, having held sway until 
Feb. 27, 


SCHOOL BOARD NEWS. 


Meeting of the Committee on Rules—The 
Teachers’ Pay-Day. 

The Committee on Rules of the School 
Board, appointed to consolidate the offices 
in the Building and Repair Department, 
will hold a meeting this even- 
ing. The committee was ready to 
report at the last meeting of 
the board, but the report was referred back 
for further consideration. The report will 
recommend that one man be placed in charge 
of the school buildings to superintend con- 
struction and repairs and have two expert 
assistants under him. This will producea 
great change in present methods and lessen 
the red tape of the Office. 

Checks in payment for services for teachers 
during the fifth balf quarter of the present 
school year were made out to-day and will be 
delivered to the teachers in a few days. The 
payroll amounts to about $75,000 each half 
quarter and the task of making checks of 
from $60 to $150 Is not a small one.

THE EARTH-BORN PASSION. 


Rev. Dr. J. B. Hawthorne of Atlanta De- 
nounces Jay Gould. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 8.—Rev. Dr. J. B. 
Hawthorne of this city, in his sermon Sunday 
night,emphatically indorsed the recent action 
of Gov. Northern in refusing to greet Jay 
Gould. He said thata man could indulge the 
passion for money-making until it completely 
mastered him and rendered him insensible to 
the influence of moraltruth. Although many 
men began their careers with the determin- 
ation that when they had gained a compe- 
tency their attention should be turned 
to something nobler than the ac- 
cumulation of wealth, but few men were 
able to abandon the fascinating struggle. 
Jay Gould was said to be worth $150,000,000, 
but he had not the moral power to attempt a 
better life than that ofa mere money-maker. 
The earth-born passion raged within him like 
a furnace heat, and he could no more control 
it than he could acyclone, a volcano or an 
earthquake. He has less conscience now 
about making a money panic, wrecking great 
industries, multiplying the hardships and 
privations of the poor, and bribing Congress- 
menthan heeverhad. He was a veritable 
slave, and had sold himself into everlasting 
bondage formoney. The plain old Christian 
Commonwealth of Georgia, through its Chief 
Executive, had refused to bow down and pay 
reverence to this guilty slave, and from the 
mountains to the sea all people responded 
amen and amen. Gov. Northern yesterday 
received a letter from L. L. Polk, the Presi- 
dent of the National Alliance, also strongly 
indorsing his refusal to greet Gould and his 
letter on the Gould reception.

BASE BALL. 

It is puerile for the League magnates to de-

If Bierbauer and Stovey had been 
returned and the Association had then tried 
to capture Cincinnati, it would have been 
condemned by press and public, and would 
have no more show in the ight which would 
have been inevitable than a cat without 
claws in a strange garret. Every club in the 
League, with the exception of Cleveland, is 
on record as condemning the grasping spirit 
shown by Boston and Pittsburg, but not one 
has had the courage to demand that they 
should be called down.

The Boston public has a sound 
sense of right and wrong, and is not influ- 
enced to any alarming extent by subtle legal 
distinctions. 

Of the League clubs, Boston will be the 
greatest sufferer by the break, and, though it 
may be unchristianlike, there will be no great 
walling over that—not even in League cir- 
cles. Here the Phillies will lose the money 
that would have been made in the fall and 
spring series of games.

The 
Leaguers may lose a little patronage among 
those who used to go to both grounds, but the 
hot rivalry that is bound to spring up during 
the season will more than compensate them.

Steele Mackaye hastaken the greed of gold 
for the motive of Money Mad, running at 
Havlin’s this week, and after locating the 
story in Chicago, has afflicted most of the 
characters of the play with a mania for 
wealth so acute, even for Chicagoans, that 
the most deplorable results follow. Murder, 
conspiracy, treachery and general crime of 
all descriptions run riot through al- 
most every act, and Money Mad’’ is 
melodramatic to a degree that even out- 
Mackaye’s Mackaye himself. The story ts 
out of all proportion tothe sane possibilities 
of human nature, andthe characters are 80 
conventional,either in villainy or virtue, that 
they become mechanical and lose all touch 
with naturalness or consistency. The best 
feature of the remarkable production is its 
stage setting, which is excellent throughout, 
the two most striking effects being the fourth 
act, showing the interior of a counterfeiter’s 
den, and the fifth representing the Clark 
street bridge, with steamers passing 
and the drawbridge swinging open 
as they go through. of the 
company J. F. O’Brien as John 
Murray, the capitalist, who speaks of gold as 
the ‘‘savior that salves all wounds; Wm.
